this great hillside figure, dominating 
the surrounding country and appearing 
to watch a s guardian over the little v il­ 
lage below, it is desirable to approach 
it afoot, tramping along the winding 
lanes, as the pilgrims of old must have 
tramped when they came hither on tin* 
occasion of some great religious festival. 
N t n from afar, the figure docs not ap­ 
pear to be of remarkable size, but grad­

The figure, about 240 L e t m height, 


was nil rely sliajn d in the turf so as to 
allow tin* chair to appear through.

the course of time these depressions m 
the surface became almost impercepti­ 
ble, and to such an extent, was the fig 
lire Uegheted that at 
last it was only 


possible to make out tho form at a dis 
tance 
when the slight hollows were 


marked by drifted snow or when tho 
oblique rays of the rising or setting sun 
threw them into a deep shadow.

der to preserve the form of tin* Long 
Man, and to render it at tin* same time 
easily distinguishable at a distance the 
outline was marked by a single line of 
white bricks placed closely together. 
1 he effect has been to product» a some­ 
what startling figure, w hich is plainly 
visible in line weatht r from a great dis­ 
tance. 


There are in different parts of the 
country other » xampies m extremely 
rude and curly hillside figures, and, a l­ 
though the very fact of their gnat an­ 
tiquity rend« rs it unlikely that histor­ 
ical or documentary evidence w ill tie 
foi t ijcouiitig as t»» their desigii or precise 
purpose, it is very satisfactory to find 
that an 
explanation lias beta found 
which w ill at once account ft i many of 
their pecu 1 iarities. 
The theory is that these ar< sacrificial
